1 . CONGRESSMAN FRASERS CONVERSATION WITH PRG REP 

DONALD FRASER CALLED ON PRG REPRESENTATIVE BA IN GENEVA ON 
APRIL 12. DURING THE EXCHANGE BA REITERATED THE PRG POSI 
TION THAT A CEASEFIRE, PEACEMAKING, AND NATIONAL RECONCILIA- 
TION WOULD PROCEED QUICKLY IF THE US: 

-ENCOURAGES THIEU TO STEP DOWN, AND; 

-CUTS OFF ALL MILITARY ASSISTANCE "PER PARIS ACCORDS." 

IN REBUTTAL, FRASER COMMENTED THAT SUCH A COURSE WOULD: 
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-NOT FACILITATE NEGOTIATION, BUT WOULD COMPEL THE GVN 
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TO SURRENDER UNCONDITIONALLY; 

-BE UNACCEPTABLE TO CONGRESS AND THE AMERICAN PEOPLE. 

FRASER ALSO PRESSED FOR THE RETURN OF THE REMAINS OF ABOUT 
40 US CITIZENS REPORTED MISSING IN ACTION WHICH HE UNDER- 
STOOD THE PRG HAD LOCATED. BA SAID THE PRG PROBABLY WOULD 
BE RESPONSIVE AND THAT HE WOULD FORWARD THE REQUEST. (CON

2. ARGENTINA: PROVINCIAL ELECTION SUPPORTS PERON 

ON APRIL 13 SUPPORTERS OF PRESIDENT MARIA PERON CARRIED 
MISIONES PROVINCE IN THE FIRST ELECTIONS SINCE JUAN PERON'S 
DEATH. 

-THE RULING JUSTICIALIST LIBERATION FRONT (FREJULI) 

WON 46 PERCENT OF THE VOTE, THE GOVERNORSHIP OF THE 
PROVINCE AND 16 ASSEMBLY SEATS. 

-THE MIDDLE-OF-THE-ROAD RADICAL PARTY PROVIDED STRONG 
OPPOSITION, WINNING 38 PERCENT OF THE VOTE AND 13 
ASSEMBLY SEATS. 

-DISSIDENT PERONISTS WON ONLY 8 PERCENT OF THE VOTE 
AND 3 SEATS. 

EMBASSY ANALYSIS: THE FREJULI VICTORY SHOULD PAVE THE WAY 
FORELECTIONS IN THE MORE TRANQUIL OF OTHER INTERVENED PROV- 
INCES. THE INCONCLUSIVE RESULTS, HOWEVER, CANNOT BE READ AS 
THE HOPED FOR REPUDIATION OF MINISTER LOPEZ REGA, NOR WILL 
THEY SATISFY THOSE WHO HOPED FOR A CLEARER INDICATION OF THE
